Sasha, I would strongly recommend that he maintain 

this posture for now. The DEIS target date for release and public comment 

has now been pushed back again to April of next year and if the past is 

prologue, that target date may very well slip again. VA is being driven 

by its seafood industry to go to unrestricted deployment of the non-

native but the research as part of the DEIS on this and many other 

questions is not complete. If Va were to jump the gun, it would be 

greeted with many lawsuits; even if they do not jump early, they will be 

sued.
